Enclosed herewith you will find a brief financial report relative to the S5lst 
playing of the Oregon Coast Golf Tournament -- 1961. 


As far as I can ascertain this is the first complete financial report furnished 
the Board of Directors in relation to this tournament. My apologies if I am 
wrong, but I have been unable to find any record of a previous report through 
inquiry to the Club Secretary and the Auditors. 


In making this report I have endeavored to pay off from tournament funds all 
the direct obligations to the club resulting from tournament activities. You 
may note that the club has been re=-imbursed for labor directly incidental to 
the tournament as well as for the free cocktails served to entrants. With all 
these expenses paid I am happy to turn over to the club the sum of $2263.68. 


I have closed the special account as of this date. Bank statements and cancelled 
checks and a copy of this report will be filed with the club auditors, Yergen 
& Meyer, for their examination. 


In addition to the dollar profit noted above the club had additional returns 
from the tournament. The average gross business at the bar for the weeks before 
and after the tournament was about $750.00. During tournament week the gross 

. business was $4371.75 including the $411.00 repaid to the club for the free 
cocktails. In addition many entrants came the week before and some remained 

a week after, bringing further business to the club in greens fees and bar totals. 


Publicity 


The tournament received excellent publicity from the Daily Astorian and from the 
three Portland dailies both in the matter of pictures and news stories. In fact 
it is doubtful, considering what appeared in the society columns and on the 
sports pages, if any Astoria tournament has ever received such lineage. 


Your chairman had excellent co-operation from the Women's Auxilliary, the members 
of the club staff, and those members who were requested to assist. 


Analysis of Entries 
For the information of the Directors and future heads of this tournament your 


1961 chairman made an analysis of the 1961 entry list. Where your chairman was 
not certain as to whether clubs mentioned were private or public, the entries 


were classified as "others".

Others 57

Upon the basis of the above I would suggest a certain amount of "missionary" 
work in some of these clubs prior to the 1962 tourney. The Astoria entry of 
52 players was excellent. 


Suggestions 


PROCEDURE 1. Appointment of a tournament chairman should be made not 
later than March 1. This much time is needed for issuance 
of a proper list of invitations and making ground work 


plans to insure smooth and proper operation of the tourna- 
ment. 


2. The most necessary change from past procedure in my estima- 
tion is the preparation of a card form which can be used to 
notify players whose entries have been accepted. Many have 
to make arrangements for vacations, living accomodations, 
etc. often difficult at the last moment. I received a num- 
ber of complaints relative to this matter. 


RULES OF PLAY The most controversial point in the tournament rules was 
the regulation making the lake boundaries on holes 5 and 9 
"lateral" water hazards. Actually as far as men's play 
from the 9th tee and all play from the 5th tee, these holes 
cannot be played as lateral water hazards. Owing to the 
curving nature of the bank edges along the lakes in rela- 
tion to the line of play, it is almost impossible to judge 
the line of flight of a bail entering these hazards. 


I would suggest that: 


(a) these hazards be considered as regular water hazards in 
all play from the tees on these holes, up to present 
out-of=-bounds stakes on No. 5 and up to the line of trees 
on the east of the ninth fairway. Starting with the line 
of trees out-of-bounds stakes should be established con- 
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tinuing past the ninth green. This will save time, 
argument, and be more in accord with the established 
rules of golf. 


(b) The ditch located between the 10th fairway and green and 
the llth tee and fairway should definitely be declared 
as a part of course maintenance so that balls played into 
it may be lifted without hazard. This ditch was never 
meant or intended as a hazard according to my experience 
as a member of the club and to my knowledge has never 
been played as such. However, lacking a definite appli- 
cation of a local ruling on the matter, it would be 
classed as a hazard in a tournament play under USGA rules. 
This caused the most serious controversy of the 1961 
tournament. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I would suggest that serious consideration be given to the matter 
of maintaining the Oregon Coast as a first class tournament. Properly handled 
it is profitable to the club both in the matter of financial return and encour- 
agement of membership. 


More and more tournaments are being played each year. In fact, an avid tourna- 
ment golfer could go from May 20 to September and be playing in a northwest 
golf tourney every day. 


The growing number of tournaments will undoubtedly affect play here. This year 
for the first time in a number of years we did not have as many entries as 
expected in the Men under 50 class. 


Most of our players must travel to the beach, live here during the tournament. 
This is expensive and particularly to the younger players, most of whom live 

in the cities and can play in local tournaments without this expense. On this 
basis I believe plans should be made to encourage entry of groups well able 

to afford the time and expense. We had an unusually large entry of professional 
men this year and I believe this trend should be encouraged. Players from 

clubs in Portland who do not send a large entry to the Oregon Coast should be 
urged to encourage their fellow members to play. 


I will have all materials such as entry cards, lists, programs of starting 
times, etc. assembled and placed where the 1962 chairman can get hold of them. 
Good luck to him and the Club.
